REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art fails to show or suggest a light control film having a rough surface, 
wherein the rough surface has, for an arbitrary cross section perpendicular to a base 
plane of the film, a condition that the average of the absolute value of the slope with 
respect to the base plane of the profile curve, as claimed, is in the claimed range and 
the absolute value of the skewness or the kurtosis meets the claimed limitation. 

Prior art fails to show or suggest a light control film having a rough surface, 
wherein the rough surface has, for an arbitrary cross section perpendicular to a base 
plane of the film, a ratio of length of the profile curve to a length of a straight line defined 
as the intersection of the base plane and the cross section, as claimed, is in the claimed 
range and the absolute value of the skewness or the kurtosis meets the claimed 
limitation.
